GLADSTONE'S PEBOEATION.—Lord Bea- 


consfield, in bis latest public speech, 
sarcastically inveighed against perora- 
tions and called Mr. Gladstone's beloved 
ancient Greeks to witness against the 
practice. To his speech to the ladies of 
Mid Lothian, however, Mr. Gladstone 
added a peroration too curious and beau- 
tiful not to be quoted wherever the En- 
glish language is spoken: 


"Do not suffer appeals to national 


pride to blind you to the dictates of jus- 
tice. Kemember that the rights ol' the 
savage, as we call him, remember that 
the happiness of his humble home, re- 
member that the sanctity of life in ' the 
hill tribes of Afghanistan among the 
Winter snows ara as sacred in the eyes 
of Almighty God as your own. Re- 
member, again, that He who has united 
you together as human beings iu the 
same flesh and blood has bourn! you by 
the law of mutual love, that that mu- 
tual love is not limited by the shores of 
these islands, not limited by the boun- 
daries of Christain civilization, but 
passes over the whole surface of the 
earth, and embraces the meanest along 
with the greatest in its wide scope. I 
think that in appealing to you un- 
grudgingly to open your own feelings 
and bear your own partin a political cri- 
sis like this we are making no appropri- 
ate demand, but are beseeching you to 
follow a duty which belongs to you, 
which so far from involving any depart- 
ure from your character as women is 
associated in. the fulfilment of that char- 
acter and the performance of its duties, 
the neglect of which would be to you in 
future times a source of pain and morti- 
fication, the accomplishment of -'which 
will serve to gild yourowii future years 
in sweet rememberances, and to warrant 
you iu hoping that each iu your own 
place and sphere have raised your voice 
lor justice, and have striven to mitigate 
the borrows and misfortunes of man- 
kind.

AN OUTRAGEOUS ORDER. 


Postmaster General Key is making a 


fool of himself, as one of his new postal 
regulations prohibits the mail agents on 
postal cars from delivering mail matter 
at points on the railroad where there 
are no postoffices. This causes the 
Winnemucca Silver State to remark 
that "Nevada is a country of magnifi- 
cent distances and there are stretches of 
country along the Central Pacific Bail- 
road where postoffices are thirty or forty 
miles apart. Before_Xey got the idea 
in his head that mail routes were 
established for the convenience of 


not 
the 


public, but to give him opportunity to 
display his authority and ignorance, 
letters and papers addressed to persons 
at stations and side tracks, where there 
is no postoffice were thrown off by the 
moil agents, who are generally gentle- 
manly and accommodating. Now they 
are prohibited from doing so, under 
penalty of incurring the displeasure of 
the Postoffice Department 
and papers 


addressed to subscribers at Bose Creek 
or Raspberry, if put in the postoffice 
here or in the postal car attached to the 
train, are taken through to Mill City, 
eighteen miles beyond Bose Creek. 
From Golconda to Battle Mountain it 
is thirty-eight miles and there is no 
postoffice between those places. Under 
Key's instructions papers addressed to 
subscribers at Iron Point, ten miles 
east of Golconda, and to Stone House, 
twenty-two miles east of Golconda, are 
taken to Battle Mountain, sixteen miles 
east of Stone House. A subscriber 
writes us from Moline, Elko County, a 
station on the Railroad, where there is 
no postoffice, that since Key's new order 
went into effect, he has to go to Elko, 
thirteen mills east for his mail, which 
before was thrown off at the side tiftoV 
by the clerks on the postal cars. This 
is a great inconvenience to persons who 
are obliged to reside at remote places on 
the railroad," The order should be 
revoked at once. The Nevada delega 
tion should show Mr. Key wherein he 
is wrong.

The year 1880 will be leap year, and, 


instead of 365 days, will contain 366 
days. The question whether the 28th 
and 29th February should be counted as 
one or two days has frequently been a 
source of annoyance in business trans- 
actions and it is well to know what is 
the law in the case. The Supreme 
Court of Indiana has decided that these 
days should be counted as one. A re- 
port of this decision was given on the 
fouith page of the Bulletin of October 
20, 1879. The pith of the decision is in 
these words : 


It must be regarded as settled^n this 


State that the 28th and 29fch days of 
February in every bisextile year must 
be computed and considered in law as 
one day. It has been held by this 
Court that the statute (21 Henry III.) 
is the force in this State. This statute, 
speaking of the 29th day of February, 
in leap } ear, provides : Conpatitur dies 
ill et dies proximo precedent pro unico 
die, (And that day, as well as the day 
neit preceding, shall be computed as 
one day.) This English statute is rec- 
ognized as a part of the law governing 
this State. The service of the sum- 
mons was not sufficient in law to justify 
either the default entered or the judg- 
ment rendered. 


It is well to bear in mind this decis- 


ion of the Indiana Court, as it has a 
general application to contracts made 
during leap year, or falling due in that 
year. Two months from January 1st 
extends to February 29th, in 1880, and 
the same rule applies to every succeed- 
ing leap year. The subjects of impor- 
tance to those having notes maturing at 
bank iu February and March. It ap- 
pears that there is no provision in Cali- 
fornia statutes bearing on this particu- 
lar point. Section 3133 says: "The ap- 
parent maturing of a negotiable instru- 
ment, payable at a particular time, is 
the day on which by its terms it be- 
comes due, or when that is a holiday, 
the next business day." 
As, however, 


the Indiana decision is founded on a 
principle common law, it is just as ap- 
plicable here as in that State.— fS F 
Bulletin.
